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STATEMENT  OP  THE  Jiii>ANE3E  OOVE-NUENT  CONCERNING 


THE  MANCHURIAN  AFFAIRS,  BEC.  27,  1931 


'  !•  '^'ho  malntenanco  of  poaco  and  order  in  Manchuria  is  a 

matter  to  which  the  Oovemiiont  of  Japan  hr  ve  always  attached 
the  utmost  importance.  They  have  on  various  occasions  taken 
ovox*y  lawful  step  in  order  to  so  euro  it,  and  to  prevent 

s 

Manchuria  from  becoming  tho  battlo-ground  of  militarist  fac¬ 
tions*  Only  if  peace  and  oidor  prevail,  can  the  couhtry  be 
safe  either  for  tho  Chinese  or  for  tho  forolgnor;  in  tho 
absence  of  peace  and  order  it  is  futllo  to  spoak  of  tho  Open 
Door  or  of  equal  opportunity  for  tho  obonomic  activities 
of  all  nations.  But  tho  events  of  September  last  have,  in 
spite  of  her  v/ishos,  created  a  now  responsibility ^and  a 
wider  sphere  of  action  for  Japan.  Attacked  by  Chinese  violence, 
her  acts  of  necessary  self-protection  resulted,  to  her  con- 
sldorablo  embarrassment ,  in  her  having  to  assume  the  duty  of 
maintaining  public  order  and  private  rights  throughout  a  wide 
area*  *^’ho  local  authorities  might  have  boon  expected  to 
co-oporato.  in  upholding  law  and  prdor.  But,  in  fact,  they 
almost  unanimously  fled  or  resigned.  It  ’  as  ’Japan's  clear  _ 
duty  to  render  her  steps  of  solf-dofonse  as  little  disturbing 

t 

as  possible  to  the  peaceable  inhabitants  of  the  region. 

It  would  have  been  a  broach  of  that  duty  to  have  left  tho 
population  a  prey  to  anarchy-deprived  of  all  tho  apparatus 
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of  any  yr -paratlons  being  maio  by  the  ‘•Mnose  for  an  attack* 

But  as  a  mattor  of  fact  t’>o  military  authorities  at  Chinchow 
aro  maintaining  largvi* forces  at  various  points,  west  of 
Takushan,  on  tho  ^'oiping-V.ukdon  Railway  and  in  the  adjacent 
territory*  Roconnalssancos  conducted  by  tho  Japanese  army 
hovo  net  only  deflnltnly  oorfimod  the  aasurr.n>i  that  Iheso 
forces  are  ongagod  in  making  pr  parablon  for  war,  but  have 
also  revealed  tho  fact  that  their  outposts  are  stationed 
along  a  lino  connecting  Tionchuantai,  Tai-an,  Peichipao, 
and  other  points  on  tho  right  bank  of  tho  River  Liao,  well 
advanced  from  Chinchow.  -^t  will  readily  bo  admitted  that 
to  tho  Japanese  contingents  dispersed  along  tho  South  Manchuria 
Railway  .md  olsowhoro,  but  tho  danger  is  oven  greater  than  • 
it  sooms  at  first  si^t,  if  the  further  fact  is  taken  into 
consideration  that  tho  Polplng-Mukdon  Railway  places  the 
cities  of  Mukden,  Yinkao  and  Hopol  within  a  short  journey 
of  throe  or  four  hours  from  Takushan  and  Koupantsu  (which 

aro  bases  of  the  Chinese  forces). 

The  bandit  foroos,  W.-hich  include  a  large  number  of 
officers  and  men  discharged  from  tho  Chinese  army),  arc 

aninlna  strenKth*  For  instance,  tho  number  of  bandits 
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bandod  together  in  largo'  grouos  comprising  several  hundreds, 

*  *  *  • 
or  oven  th  .^usands ,  each  equipped  with  machine  guns  and 

troi^ch  mortars;  so  that  they  can  no  longer  bo  distinguished 

from  regular  troops.  ’^his  points  iinmistakably  to  the  oxl'stenco 

of  a  state  of  things  in  vhloh  the  so-callod  bandits  aro 

directed  and  provided  with  arms  by  the  Chinchow  military 

authorities.  According  to  tho  statistics  compiled  in  the 

Jepanese  Consulato-Oonoral  at  Mukden,  the  cases  of  bandit- 

raid  in  tho  vicinity  of  tho  Railway  ^ono  numbered  278  during 

the  first  ton  days  of  November,  341  during  tho  second  ton

days,  438  during  the  final  ton  days  of  tho  month,  and  472 
during  tho  first  ton  days  of  Docombor,  thus  reaching  the 
astounding  total  of  1,529  in  forty  days,  ■‘•t  is  tho  usual 
strategy  of  these  bandlt-troo is,  when  attacked  by  our  men, 
to  fly  westward,  or  to  take  rofugo  on  tho  right  bank  of  tho 
River  L'ao;  where  our  army,  anxious  to  avoid  any  collision 
with  tho  Chinese  Regulars,  has  made  it  a  point  to  rofraln 
from  further  pursuit. 

3.  On  tho  24th  Novombor,  tho  Foreign  Minister  of  China 
made  an  intimation  to  tho  Minister}'  at  Nanking  of  tho  principal 
Powers  to  tho  effect  that  the  Chinese  Government,  in  order

to  avoid  any  collision  between  ^Inoso  and  Japanese  forces, 
wore  prepared  to  withdraw  their  troops  to  points  within 
tho  Groat  Wall.  Upon  a  proposal  to  that  effect  being 
officially  made  on  the  26th,  this  Government  signified  their

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roadlnoss  to  accept  it  in  princlplo,  --  at  the  same  timo 
instructing  :ho  Japanoso  JVinistor  at  iihanghal,  and  th  j 
Legation  at  Poiplng,  to  open  conversation  on  tho  matter 
with  tho  Chlnoso  VoroJgn  iminlstor  and  with  Marehal  Chang 
Hsuog-liarg  rospoctl /o ly. 

The  Japanoso  Minijtor  in  China  ‘  \d  several  conferences. 

aocordingl;^'  with  ;ho  Chinese  Foreign  I  Inlster  between  30th 

Novombor  ana  3rd  Do*,  omber.  In  tho  midst  of  thoso  convorsa- 

tlons,  tho  lattf^r  wlthirov  tho  overture,  and  doclin  d  further 

negotiation*  "arshal  .  Charg  Hsuoh-llang,  'vlth  whom  our 

Joproaentatly<2  at  Peioing  carried 'or*  nogotir.tions  from  tho 

4th  Dooomber  o.iwards,  either  directly  or  through  tho 

Marshal' n  subordinates,  expressed  on  tho  7th  his  willingness 

to  call  in  his  Chinchow  forces  as  a  spontaneous  move  of 

withdrawal;  and  he  has  since  glvon  repeated  assurances  as 

to  tho  speedy  oxcutlon  of  his  oromise.  In  poii  t  of  fact, 

however,  there  is  no  sign  of  any  such  withdrawal*  On  tho 

contrary,  tho  defenses  of  Chinchow  have  since  tjon  strongthonodi 

4.  Accordingly,  et  the  present  moment,  now  almost  a 

month  subsequent  to  tho  Initiation  o:.  these  negotiations 

for  tho  withdrawal  of  the  Chinchow  troops,  there  appears

no  prospect  of  obtaining  any  tangible  result,  owing  entirely 

to  the  want  of  good  faJth  on  the  Chinese  side.  At  the 

same  time,  the  increased  activity,  above  described,  on  the 

part  of  marauding  bands,  threatens  to  bring  about  a  completo 
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destruction  of  all  poaco  and  security  througi.ou*;  tho  whole 
oxtont  of  S  .uth  Manchuria.  In  those  cii curastanoos,  tho 
Japanoso  forces  te vo  n 'w  begun  a  gonoral  movomont  with  a 
view  to  a  c  -rpaign  against  tho  bandits  on  a  ra  )ro  oxtanslve 
scale  than  hitherto,  o.t  is  obvious,  from  what  has  beon 
said  above,  that  tho  Japanoso  army,  if  it  is  : o  achieve 
anything  lil-o  adoqu'  success,  will  havo  to  advance  to  the 
points  wost  of  tho  R5vor  Liao  whore  tho  bandltf  have  their 
base.  Corihinly,  th)  Japanoso  fore  o,  in  doforimce  to  tho 
Resolutions  of  the  iKJaguo  t^ouncll  ac  opted  on  30th  September 
and  10th  Docombor,  nr  i  not  in  ‘••ho  field  against  tlxo  Regular 
Chinoso  forces;  but  in  tho  present  abnormal  conditions 
prevailing  in  Manchuria,'  tho  nooossltles  of  tho  caso  compol 
them  to  continue. thoir  onoratlons  against  lawless  elements. 

'i'hls  la  a  point  on  which  tho  Representative  of  Japan  at  the 
recent  session  cf  tho  Council  of  tho  L.  aguo  hold  on  tho 
10th  Docombor  mado  a  doflnito  declaration.  So  long  as  the 
Chlnchow  military  authorltloa,  while  si  tula ting  an  unaggrosslve 
attitude,  continue  to  instigate  and  manipula-.o  tho  movements 
of  bandit  organizations  against  the  Japanese  army  as  well 
a’s  Japanoso  and  other  peaceable  inhabitants,  and  so  long 
as  tho  officers  and  raon  of  tho  Chlnchow  army  mingle  in  largo 
numbors  with  those  banbit  groups  ar 1  so  rondor  it  impossible  to 
distinguish  tho  latter  from  Regular  troops,  so  long  must 
tho  responsibility  for  tho  conscquoncos  of  any  action  which 
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7  bo  ontatlod  upon  tho  Japano'so  nrmy  In  solf-dofonso 
root  ontlroly  ,vlth  tho  Ohlnooo. 

6.  Ajrlng  tho  course  'of  -.ho  pant  month.  In  aplta  i 
indignation  aroused  throughout  tho  count  -y  by  tho  boha, 
Of  tho  Ohtnohow  military  authorities,  and  In  aooordanoc 
with  tho  constant  doslro  of  tho  Japanese  Oovornment  to 
abide  scrupulously  by  tho  resolutions  of  the  /.oague  io 
the  operations  of  the  Army  against  tho  bandits  have  boo 
restratlnod  within  oomparntlvely  narrow  limits,  and  th 
Oovernmont  havo  done  everything  In  their  power  to  dovls, 
means  for  forestalling  a  collision  I  ,twoon  tho  forces  't 
two  countries  In  tho  oourso  of  on  eventual  antlbandlt 
campaign.  Tho  Japmoso  Oovornment  aro  confident  that  tt
